Take any Oakland, Berkeley or Alameda car, transfer to Piedmont Avenue 
car, get off at Forty-first Street, near Piedmont Key Route station. Patrons 
from San Francisco take Key Route train for Piedmont Station. 





We also have a nursery and sales yard at Danville, in Contra Costa County, 
where we grow a great deal of our stock, especially our hardy perennials. It is 
reached by auto via Walnut Creek or Dublin via Dublin Canyon. We invite 
our customers to visit our nursery, which is situated about half way between 
Alamo and Danville on the main road. 


PLANTING—We use every precaution to deliver healthly, vigorous stock, 
but the measure of your success will depend upon the planting and care given, 
as careless or ignorant handling kills thousands of fine trees and plants every 
season. Avoid unnecessary exposure of root to the air. In the case of ever- 
greens that are “balled,” do not remove the burlap. Plant as received; only 
cut the string around the top, then Joosen the burlap after the tree 1s set. If 
you cannot plant immediately on receipt, always “heel” in the trees so their 
roots may be in contact with good soil. An hour’s exposure of roots to wind or 
sun may kill any tree; this is especially true of evergreens. In planting cut off 
the bruised or broken roots with a sharp knife. 


If the soil is good and properly prepared, only a hole large enough to easily 
take the roots need be dug, but better results can always be obtained by dig- 
ging out a large space and filling in with good top soil. In setting the trees, do 
not put deeper than they stood in the nursery, excepting some dwarfs, which 
go a little deeper. But now comes the important detail, the neglect of which 
is responsible for many failures— 


Be sure to pack the earth solidly around the roots. Leaving the ground 
loose after planting has caused tremendous losses that generally are unjustly 
blamed to the nurseryman. Another cause of great loss is the wind working 
the newly set trees loose from the soil. This kills them. Always stake newly 
set trees if in a windy situation. After trees are set, make a plan of the 
grounds, marking the different varieties; then remove the wire labels, as they 
may damage the growing limbs. :

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BUSH ROSES 


All our roses offered in the following list are strong, two-year-old field 
grown No 1 Grade and will bloom the first year. 


PLANTING 


The best time to plant roses is during the months of December, January, 
February and March; however, you can plant them later also during April and © 
May, but at a time the plants have to be put in pots by us in order to insure 
safe transplanting and the price has to be increased to pay for the extra cost. 


Roses are best planted in fairly sunny location, the soil should be well 
drained and well fertilized. When planting the roots must be straightened out 
and spread in the hole, with the soil as much as possible worked well between 
the roots and firmed well, setting the plant so that the point where it has been 
budded is just below the surface. Water well after setting. PLANT EARLY. 


PRUNING 


During the months of December, January and February roses must be 
pruned. Dead and old wood must be removed—the strong growers should be 
cut back more severely than the weaker ones; judgment has to be used accord- 
ingly. Climbers are usually thinned out and only cut back to prevent them 
from growing up too high and leaving the bottom part all bare. Polyantha or 
baby roses require but very little pruning. 


SPRAYING 


At the first signs of aphis appearing on the young growth, roses have to be 
sprayed with a good insecticide. Very soon thereafter mildew will begin to 
appear and this has to be combatted with a spray or dusting sulphur. For leaf 
eating insects use a contact spray or, better yet, a stomach poison like arsenate 
of lead.

FERTILIZING 


As said before, roses should be well fertilized. Once a month an applica- 
tion of Gaviota will be found beneficial. A handful scattered on the soil around 
the plant and worked into the soil, well watered after the application, will do 
wonders to stimulate growth and size of flowers. Later in the summer this 
can be omitted until early fall, before the late summer flowers begin to appear.

PEST CONTROL CHART 


We give herewith a few of the outstanding 
remedies for pest control in the garden; for 
other problems call on us for information; 
if we have it will be glad to advise you to the 
best of our ability. 


ANTS—Use Fresnol, a liquid which is put in 
small glass containers and set around: the 
house or garden where infestations occur. 
The ants eat the liquid and die. Start early 
in the spring. 

APHIS—tThe green or black insects infesting 
roses, stocks, etc., from early spring till late 
fall. Spray with— 

Blackleaf ‘‘40’’, a tobacco extract. 1%, tea- 
spoons to a gallon of water. 

Red Arrow or Extrax—1l teaspoon to a gal- 
lon of water. Dust with any of the dusts 
specially prepared for same. 

Garden Volck, or Nursery Volek with 
Blackleaf ‘‘40’’. Garden Volek, 8 level table- 
spoons to 1 gallon of water. 

BEETLES — Spray with Red Arrow, 2 tea- 
spoons to a gallon, or dust or spray with 
Caltox. 

BROWN PATCH IN THE LAWN-—Specially 
infesting Bent grass lawns. Use Semesan, 1 
level tablespoon to 1 gallon of water. 

CODLIN MOTH—Causing wormy apples and 
pears. After the petals of the flowers are 
about one-half fallen, spray with a solution 
of 3 level tablespoons to 1 gallon of arsenate 
of lead. 

CHERRY AND PEAR SLUGS—When they 
appear spray with same solution as for codlin 
moth. 

CUTWORMS—Snail bait or Vaporite, accord- 
ing to directions. 

GOPHERS—Use gopher poison, cyanide, go- 
pher bombs or traps. 

LACE BUGS—Red Arrow, 2 teaspoons to a 
gallon of water, or Garden Volek at the rate 
of 12 level tablespoons to 1 gallon of water. 

LAWN GRUBS—Use 5 lbs. of arsenate of lead, 
mix with a bushel of sand or soil, 
over 1000 square feet of lawn while the grass 
is dry. Use broom or rake to work it in. In 
making new lawns it is well to work this 
mixture in about half an inch deep before 
planting the seed, Beta-beta according to di- 
rections, or Lawn-Again. 

LAWN WORMS OR ANGLE WORMS—Use 
Vermol Worm Eradicator, spreading this 
over the lawn at the rate of 10 lbs. to 180 
square feet. watering well after applying it. 

LEAFHOPPERS—Red Arrow, 1% teaspoons 
to 1 gallon of water; or Garden Volck, 12 
tablespoons to a gallon of water or Extrax. 

LEAFMINERS—Garden Volck, 12 tablespoons 
to gallon of water. 

MEALY BUGS—Red Arrow, 4 teaspoons to a 
gallon. Garden Volck, 12 tablespoons to a 
gallon. Spraying will have to be repeated

often, because mealy bug infestations are 
difficult to eradicate, often being at the roots 
of plants where they cannot be reached. 

MILDEW AND BLACKSPOT—Powdery mil- 
dew on roses and other plants can be con- 
trolled by dusting with dusting sulphur. Do 
this on warm, sunny days, because sulphur 
is not active on dull days. 

Bordelo is also very effective, both for mil- 
dew and other fungous diseases. 

Quasol is another disinfectant which is 
quite effective. 

PEACHLEAF CURL—Spray either in the fall 
or in the spring before the leaves appear 
with a solution of ten tablespoons of dry 
lime sulphur to 1 gallon of water, or Bordelo 
according to directions. It is advisable to 
spray all fruit trees with this solution at that 
time, but always before the buds began to 
swell. 

ROSE BEETLES—Catch them in early morn- 


ing. 

ROSE WORMS—Spray both sides of the foli- 
age with arsenate of lead. 4 to-6 level table- 
spoons to a gallon of water. 

RUST ON HOLLYHOCKS—Spray with Fungi- 
Bordeau at the rate of 8 level tablespoons to 
a gallon of water as soon as it makes its 
appearnce. 

THRIPS—Red Arrow, 1% teaspoons to 1 gal- 
lon of water. 

SCALY INSECTS—Apply the same remedies 
advocated for mealy bug. 

SLUGS — Use Iron Oxide freely, or tobacco 
powder, which will repel them. Or make a 
mixture of ground carrots and arsenate of 
calcium, about a tablespoonful of this with 
a pound of ground carrots. mix well and 
spread where slugs are. Lettuce leaves and 
orange peels can be used effectively. The 
new snail poisons are also very effective. 

SNAILS—Use Snarol, Snailfoil or any of the 
other snail baits. Don’t fail to wet either of 
these baits slightly after making the applica- 
tion; wetting the soil beforehand is not suf- 
ficient. 

SOW BUGS—Dust with Flusi-Dust, or use pois- 
oned baits, made up the same way as for 
slugs. 

WIREWORMS—Dig Vaporite into the soil at 
the rate of 1 pound to 50 square feet, about. 
2 inches deep. This is effective for snails 
and slugs if lightly applied to the surface 
early in the day, repeating it every two days. 

WOOLLY APHIS—Spray with a solution of 5 

tablespoons of Volek to 1 gallon of water; 
repeat every two or three weeks. 
We are carrying a number of other remedies 
for insect pests, all of which we cannot men- 
tion here. See our general list for further 
information. 


CAUTION—Garden Volek should not be used 
in connection with Arsenate of Lead, Fungi- 
Bordeau or sulphur. Nursery Volek can be 
used with Arsenate of Lead and Fungi-Bordeau 
but not with sulphur. 

Nursery Volek or Garden Volek must not 
be used except with great care on tender foli- 
age plants such as Begonias, Coleus, Gardenias, 
etc. It will be better to use one of the pyr- 
ethrum sprays such as Red Arrow or E\ver- 


green.
